Other Parish Meetings may 
be held during the year in addition to the Annual 
Meeting, and may be convened by the Chairman of the 
Parish Council, or any two Parish Councillors, or by 
six Local Government Electors for the Ward in which it 
is to be held. Such especially called Parish Meeting 
must also be chaired as above. — 

The purpose of the Annual Parish Meeting is to enable 
the electorate to discuss Parish affairs and activities 
or polécies in the Parish of any other local authority. 
Any resolutions which may be carried are not however, 
binding on the Parish Council. 

The Ward of Cotes will retain its own identity and will 
now, be able to make representation through the Parish 
Council to the higher authorities of the Borough of 
Charnwood and the County Council.

Following a request made by Mr.Urwin at a previous

- been investigated by the County Council, and the

The request for the Bus Stop to be moved from its
